Author and electronics leader honored 


Honorary degrees will be conferred upon two out¬ 
standing Canadians, a prairie-born novelist, play¬ 
wright and teacher, and a British Columbia scientist, 
engineer and entrepreneur, at Fall Convocation 
Ceremonies Nov. 30. 

Writer W.O. Mitchell and technological entrepre¬ 
neur Allan Crawford will be present at the ceremo¬ 
nies to receive the degrees of Honorary Doctor of 
Letters and Doctor of Laws, respectively. 

During the ceremony, beginning at 2:30 p.m. in the 
University Centre Auditorium, UVic Chancellor Dr. 
William Gibson will confer 429 degrees, certificates 
or diplomas upon graduating UVic students. 

Honorary degree recipient Mitchell is currently 
writer-in-residence at the University of Windsor in 
Ontario, and previously served in this post at the 
University of Calgary and Massey College at the 
University of Toronto. 

Bom in 1914 in Weyburn, Saskatchewan, he 
received his education in Philosophy and Psychol¬ 
ogy at the Universities of Manitoba and Alberta. 
After graduating he began contributing stories and 
articles to periodicals including MacLean’s Maga¬ 
zine, Atlantic Monthly and Liberty. His novel, 
Who Has Seen the Wind , the tale of a boy growing up 
on the Canadian prairies, won the hearts of readers 
after it was published in 1947, and has been made 
into a feature film. 

Mitchell is known for his radio series Jake and the 
Kid which was broadcast over CBC radio from 1950 
to 1958. In 1962 Mitchell received the Leacock Medal 


for Humour for both the Jake and the Kid radio series 
and an anthology of stories by the same title. He also 
provided scripts for a CBC TV drama The DeviTs 
Instrument , which won an award from the Canadian 
Council of Authors and Artists, and published a 
novel, The Kite , in 1963. 

In 1974, the ACTRA award for the best television 
play of the year went to Mitchell’s screenplay Back to 
Beulah , which premiered as a stage play two yeiars 
later and shared the Chalmer’s award for the best 
play. 

In 1982 Mitchell published his novel How I Spent 
My Holidays and book of five plays Dramatic , and in 
1984 released his book Since Daisy Creek. 

ivntcnell was made an Officer of the Order of Can¬ 
ada in 1973, and in 1980 won the Banff School of Fine 
Arts first annual award in recognition of his contri¬ 
butions to the arts in Canada. This year, he was the 
winner of the Canadian Booksellers Award. 

Allan Crawford, leader in the technological area of 
Canadian industry, who will receive the degree of 
Honorary Doctor of Laws, organized the first Cana¬ 
dian industrial workshop on microelectronics at 
UVic in 1982, and has strongly supported the devel¬ 
opment of the new Engineering Faculty at the 
university. 

Born in Vancouver in 1930, Crawford grew up in 
Saskatchewan and received a degree in electrical 
engineering in 1955 from the University of 
Saskatchewan. 

At a time when the development of high technol¬ 


ogy in Canada was still in its infancy in 1959, he 
founded Allan Crawford Associates Limited, a com¬ 
pany which has grown into one of Canada’s leading 
suppliers of high quality electronic instruments and 
competes in the world market for the design, develop¬ 
ment and manufacture of new equipment. 

Since 1965, he has founded or co-founded several 
other major high technology companies, seven of 
which have survived, employ in total roughly 500 
people, and hold positions of leadership in their 
fields. 

In addition, Crawford has served influentially on 
the Natural Sciences and Engineering Research 
Council, and currently is serving on several scientific 
committees at the provincial and national levels. 

He is a past member of the National Research 
Council Advisory Board on TRIUMF, the UBC 
Board of Governors and the Discovery Foundation of 
British Columbia. In 1981-82, as President of the 
Canadian Association of Physicists he encouraged 
and expanded the participation of industrial scient¬ 
ists in the Association’s activities. 

Crawford has probably achieved as much or more 
than any other single person in this country in help¬ 
ing to marry the pure research of university and 
government laboratories with the applied science of 
industry and technology. His vision and enthusiasm 
have attributed in a major way to the transfer of 
scientific ideas from the universities to the market 
place in Canada. 
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Child welfare study published 


The first Canadian text on child welfare, 
co-edited by Dr. Brian Wharf, Dean of 
Human and Social Development, has 
been published this month by the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia Press. 

Wharf and Ken Levitt, a former social 
service administrator in Vancouver, 
have included contributions from 15 pro¬ 
fessionals in the field of chid welfare 
including six UVic professors, five in the 
School of Social Work. 

Marilyn Callahan, director of UVic’s 
School of Social Work, has contributed a 
chapter titled “Public Apathy and 
Government Parsimony: A Review of 
Child Welfare in Canada”. 


“The Legal Process of Bringing Child¬ 
ren into Care in British Columbia” was 
written by UVic professor David Turner 
and Brian Shields while UVic professor 
Marjorie Martin provided a chapter on 
“Poverty and Child Welfare”. 

Barbara Whittington of the School of 
Social Work contributed a chapter on 
“Approaches to Family Treatment” and 
Dr. Alan Pence of the School of Child 
Care wrote on “Day Care in Canada”. 

Wharf contributed two chapters on 
“Preventive Approaches to Child Wel¬ 
fare” and “The Challenges of Child 
Welfare”. 


Fifth Business author visits 


Internationally acclaimed novelist 
Robertson Davies will give a public read¬ 
ing at the University of Victoria Nov. 26. 

Davies’ visit is sponsored by UVic’s 
Department of Creative Writing and 
McMillan of Canada, publisher of his 
new novel, What's Bred in the Bone. 

His public reading takes place at 12:30 
p.m. in Room 144 of the MacLaurin 
Building on campus. 

The 72-year-old Davies was born in 
Thamesville, Ont. Thamesville became 
the model for the village of Deptford in 
his three linked novels, Fifth Business , 
The Manticore and World of Wonders. 
While he had a distinguished journalis¬ 
tic and literary career in Canada prior to 
the publication of Fifth Business in 
1970, it was this novel that brought him 
a large international audience. He is 
also the author of several plays. 

‘Anonymous’ testing 

The Senate committee on academic 
standards will study the possibility of 
eliminating student names from all writ¬ 
ten examinations and reports at UVic. 

Under a proposal brought to the Nov. 
6 Senate meeting by student Senator 
Janet Erasmus (Law-2), students would 
be identified only by student numbers 
and/or code names. 

In presenting the proposal, Erasmus 
said “anonymous” testing would reduce 
any concerns about possible favoritism 
and reduce the possibility of discrimina¬ 
tion on the basis of sex. “It would also 
reduce any ‘halo effect’, or its converse 
for individual students known to the 
marker by reputation,” she said. 

Erasmus and Senator Prof. Donald 
Casswell (Law) emphasized that there 
was no suggestion in the proposal of any 
current problems regarding discrimina¬ 
tion. “There is no inference or sugges¬ 
tion that there is a problem, but there is 
potential,” said Casswell. 

“The big advantage of anonymous test¬ 
ing is that it removes this potential for 
unfairness, discrimination and 
favoritism.” 

Erasmus pointed out that the Facuity 
of Law at UVic already uses a code name 
method of anonymous testing for all 
final examinations. 
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A graduate of Queen’s University in 
Kingston and Balliol College, Oxford, 
Davies acted briefly with the Old Vic in 
England before returning to Canada. He 
was literary editor of Saturday Night 
from 1940 to 1942 before joining the edi¬ 
torial staff of the Peterborough Exa¬ 
miner owned by his family. 

He became editor and co-owner of the 
newspaper in 1946. He resigned as editor 
of the Examiner in 1963 to become Mas¬ 
ter of Massey College at the University 
of Toronto. 

Davies was awarded the Lome Pierce 
Medal in 1961 for his outstanding contri¬ 
butions to Canadian literature and in 
1980 became the first Canadian to be 
named an honorary member of the 
American Academy and Institute of 
Arts and Letters. 


proposed at Senate 

Senator Dr. James Cutt, director of the 
School of Public Administration, said he 
found the proposal “offensive” since it 
“implies that the evidence is already 
there”. However, Erasmus’ motion to 
send the proposal to the academic stand¬ 
ards committee for study passed by a 
wide margin. 

The committee will report back to the 
Senate with a recommendation on the 
proposal. 


Dean selected 
for 

Australian review 

Dr. Brian Wharf, Dean of the 
Faculty of Human and Social 
Development, has been chosen as 
the only non-Australian expert to 
take part in - a review of the 
Department of Social Work at the 
University of Queensland in 
Brisbane. 

Wharf, the founding director of 
the School of Social Work at UVic 
in 1974, leaves for Australia Nov. 
30. 

He will visit schools of Social 
Work in Melbourne and Sydney 
and two State Departments of 
Child Welfare before taking part 
in the review at Queensland Dec. 
9 to 14. 

Wharf will join two Queens¬ 
land professors and two profes¬ 
sors from other Australian 
universities in the review which 
covers the academic offerings 
and goals as well as the research 
and structure of the department 
and its role within the university 
and in the community.

Handel’s dramatic Israel in Egypt will 
be performed by the University of Victo¬ 
ria Chorus and Orchestra under the 
leadership of the dynamic conductor, 
Timothy Vernon, in a concert at 8 p.m.

Auditorium. 

The oratorio vividly portrays the 
lamentation of the Israelites over their 
bondage in Egypt, the plagues inflicted 
upon the land, the passing of the Israe¬ 
lites through the Red Sea, and the subse¬ 
quent jubilation at their deliverance. 

The work teems with imitations of 
nature: the hopping of frogs, buzzing of 
flies, patter of hailstones, the rolling sea. 
With amazing realism, Handel finds 
their musical equivalent through 
rhythm, harmony, sonority, or 
orchestration. 

The second part of the oratorio, sub¬ 
titled “Song of Moses,” includes one of 
Handel’s most celebrated vocal pieces, a 
duet for two basses entitled “The Lord is 
a Man of War.” The second portion also 
includes what has been called the grea¬ 
test of all Handel choruses, the incom¬ 
parably powerful and magnificent “The 
people shall hear and be afraid.”

$500,000 bequest aids students 

More than $500,000 has been donated to the University of Victoria, to be 
used for student scholarships, by John Locke Malkin, a former wholesale 
food distributor who died in Victoria in 1984. 

The bequest to the University of Victoria Foundation from Malkin’s 
estate is an unusually large private donation and is “most welcomed”, 
said Joseph Cunliffe, chairman of the Foundation’s Board of Governors. 

“We are delighted with this gift,” said Cunliffe. “This is certainly a 
time when we can use such donations.” 

The Foundation provided about $250,000 in scholarships to UVic stu¬ 
dents for the 1985-86 academic year. “This gift alone will increase the 
amount we can give out in scholarships by about $40,000 a year,” said 
Cunliffe. 

Cunliffe added that such donations were “the most valuable gift that I 
can think of, since they provide scholarships for our young people in 
perpetuity. There are very few ways in which a gift gets that kind of 
mileage.” 

Malkin, who lived on a farm in Central Saanich, was a member of the 
University Gardens Friends at UVic. 

The Foundation administers more than 100 endowment funds estab¬ 
lished through gifts and grants from donors to provide scholarships, 
bursaries and other awards to UVic students. 


Rookie leads Vikes to Canadian title 


Led by sensational first-year runner 
Brenda Shackleton, UVic captured the 
Canadian Interuniversity Athletic 
Union (CIAU) women’s cross-country 
championship Nov. 9 in Sherbrooke, 
Quebec. 

The UVic men’s team finished second 
to the University of Western Ontario. 
Both UVic teams had earlier captured 
Canada West University Athletic Asso¬ 
ciation (CWUAA) titles. 

The 18-year-old Shackleton won the 
5,500-metre women’s race. Other 
members of the UVic team and their 
placings at the CIAU championships 
are Mary Ross, fourth; Karen Rainey, 
seventh; Kathy Dargie, 11th; Liz Jones, 
14th; Kelly Richardson, 16th; and Cyn¬ 
thia Karras. 24th. 

For the men, Carey Nelson of UVic 
finished third while Keith Butler, 14th; 
Terry Bateman, 19th; Dave Coey, 20th; 


Ken Wimhurst, 22nd; Steve Bachop, 
29th, and Cam Ross, 42nd, were other 
team members. 

Shackleton has burst onto the 
national running scene at an unusually 
early age, according to UVic running 
coach Ron Bowker. “She is a remarkable 
runner for her age,” says Bowker. “She 
was highly recruited by American col¬ 
leges when she graduated from high 
school in Kelowna this year.” 

Shackleton is listed in the top 10 in the 
world for her age at 1,500 and 3,000 
metres and her times have been the fas¬ 
test in North America for her age. A mea¬ 
sure of her progress is the fact that this 
summer she broke Debbie Scott’s age 
record for the 3,000-metre run. Scott 
anchored the UVic running team for sev¬ 
eral years and has won international, 
world-class track titles.

A copy o£the book which sprang from a 
series of lectures at UVic by internation¬ 
ally renowned scholar Dr. Eugene 
Vinaver in 1974-75 has been presented to 
the university by Elisabeth Vinaver, his 
widow. 

The book was given recently to the 
Special Collections division of the 
McPherson Library by Dorothy Blakey, 
a long-time friend of the Vinaver family, 
to Dr. John Greene, chairman of the 


Department of French Language and 
Literature. In attendance also were Prof. 
Roy Leslie of the English Department, 
Dr. Harry Hickman, French professor 
and former principal of Victoria College 
and Howard Gerwing of Special 
Collections. 

Entretiens sur Racine, published in 
1984 by A. G. Nizet, Paris, was con¬ 
structed from a series of lectures given at 
UVic by Vinaver while he was a visiting 


professor in the French Department. 

Vinaver, who died in 1979, wrote in the 
foreword to the book that those who 
attended his seminars on Racine at 
UVic set up the book. “If ever this book 
sees the light of day, it will be your 
work,” he wrote. 

In a letter, Elisabeth Vinaver said 
that “in many ways this book belongs to 
Victoria and the happy times we spent 
there. We were surrounded by delightful 
friends and colleagues and the whole 
atmosphere was one of warmth and 
ease.” 

Vinaver, a native of France, published 
acclaimed works in English and French. 
His special areas of study were medieval 
French, medieval English and 17th Cen¬ 
tury French literature. 

He spent two years at UVic as a visit¬ 
ing professor, including 1972-73 in the 
Department of English. In 1976, he was 
awarded an honorary Doctor of Laws 
degree by UVic. 

He was a graduate of the Sorbonne 
and of Oxford where he completed his 
M.A. and Ph.D. degrees. After nine 
years as a teacher at Oxford, he became 
head of the French Department at the 
University of Manchester, a post he held 
until his retirement in 1966. 

Vinaver acted as visiting professor at 
several North American universities 
including the University of Wisconsin, 
Northwestern University and the Ponti¬ 
fical Institute of Medieval Studies at the 
University of Toronto.
